SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
1994 


The start of 1994 was not a good one for the Town. We lost two very good men: Selectman 
Richard "Dick" Wells and former selectman Stan Tabor. Both men were excellent sclectmen and both 
always had what was best for the Town of Albany in mind when making decisions. As a Selectman 
and fellow Albanyite, I greatly appreciated their help in the trials and tribulations of trying to keep the 
Town running on the road to a better future for the taxpayers. 


In October of 1993, the Selectmen made an agreement with the State of N.H. Highway 
Division and Ken Kyle, the District Manager, to rebuild and pave Drake Hill Road at very little cost 
to the Town in return for assuming full maintenance responsibilities. With the help of Mike Lane and 
his crew, who did an outstanding job, the repairs to Drake Hill Road were completed in September 
of this year. The Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank them for all of their 
efforts and expertise in the reconstruction of this road. Well done men, and you too Stan. 


This year we are hoping to start the reconstruction of Bald Hill Road with the help of the State. 
If the voters approve the proposed special article for an additional $25,000.00 to be added to the 
Highway Capital Reserve Fund this year, the State will allocate $150,000.00 to match the Town's 
$75,000.00. 


At the same time, we are in hopes that the Federal Government will start the reconstruction 
of the "Dugway" Road from Harold Cooke's property to the Johnson Development, all at no cost to 
the Town. The Selectmen are working with the State to come to an agreement on rebuilding and 
paving the Passaconaway Road from the Albany/Conway town line to the "Dugway". 


The State will presumably start the repairs to the Albany Covered Bridge in the Spring or early 
Summer. This will most likely close the road to travel for a few months next year, so all of you folks 
in the Valley should be prepared to fight the traffic in town. 


During this past year the Planning Board has taken on the task of revising all of the Town's 
regulations so that they are clear and consistent. They have done an excellent job and deserve credit 
for a job well done. 


I would like to thank Brian Taylor for filling the vacancy on the Board of Selectmen which 
was created by the passing of "Dick" Wells. With his prior experience, Brian has been a great help 
on the Board. Our newly elected Selectman, Ron Deveau has proven very quickly to be an asset to 
the Town. My heartfelt thanks to both gentlemen for the knowledge and experience and business 
sense which they have given to the Town.

1996 TOWN WARRANT 
ALBANY, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Albany, County of Carroll, State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Albany, New Hampshire, on 
Tuesday, the 14th of March, 1995, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects hereinafter set forth. Voting on Article 1 through Article 32 will be 
by official ballot and the polls shall be open for balloting at 10 o'clock in the forenoon 
or as soon thereafter as the Moderator calls the meeting to order and declares a 
quorum present and shall not close before 6 o'clock in the evening. The remaining 
articles of the warrant shall be acted upon at 7:30 o'clock in the evening or at the 
closing of the polls if the meeting shall vote to keep the polls open to a later hour. 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officials. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 1 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance as follows: to edit the context, in general, for continuity, 
consistency and clarity; to add amendment dates for historical reference; and to 
identify the residential, commercial and light industrial zones in the town. (The 
Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 2 to amend Article II: 
Definitions, of the Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding the following definitions: 
Agriculture and farming, dwelling, two-family dwelling, multi-family dwelling, 
frontage, Local Land Use Board, lot of record, Master Plan, non-conforming use, 
Planning Board, RSA, Selectmen, structure, subdivision, and Zoning Board of 
Adjustment (ZBA); and to amend the definition of commercial lot, dwelling unit, right- 
of-way, road, setback and special exception; and to replace "Mobile Home” with 
"Manufactured Home" and using RSA 674:31 for the definition. (The Planning Board 
favors this amendment.) 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 3 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit residential uses in the commercial and light 
industrial zones. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 4 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit a lot with less than 200 contiguous feet of 
frontage on an existing town road to have 50 contiguous feet of frontage on an 
existing road provided that all newly created lots have 200 contiguous feet of frontage 
on the new road; and that, if the new road is to provide access to 3 lots or more, it 
shall be constructed in accordance with Albany Street Standards. (The Planning 
Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 5 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit two-family (a duplex) dwelling units in all sections 
of the Town. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 6 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit Open Space Development, subject to Subdivision 
Regulations, in all sections of the Town. (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment.) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 7 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to read: "Commercial use shall be permitted along the 
Route 16 corridor in the Town of Albany." (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment.) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 8 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding the provision under Commercial Zone, Uses 
Permitted; "Proposed commercial developments with new building construction in 
excess of 50,000 square feet shall require Town Meeting approval”. (The Planning 
Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 9 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to read: "Any lot of record with a minimum of fifty (50) 
contiguous feet of frontage on Route 16 in the Town of Albany shall be permitted for 
commercial use providing that it is of sufficient size to accommodate the proposed 
use and shall be subject to Site Plane Review Regulations. Exception: Subdivision 
of a lot shall be subject to the Albany Subdivision Regulations." (The Planning Board 
favors this amendment.) 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 10 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit multi-family dwelling units in the commercial 
zone, subject to Site Plan Review regulations. (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment.) 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 11 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to add: "Excavations as provideD by RSA 155-E" as a 
permitted use in the commercial zone. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 12 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit commercial use in the light industrial zone. 
(The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 13 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to read: "The Board of Selectmen may grant a permit for 
a Manufactured Home (changed from mobile home) which shall meet the area 
regulations for a single family dwelling unit as set forth in This Ordinance in Article 
Vi, Section A "Uses Permitted." (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 14 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by adopting the Comprehensive Shorelands Protection 
Act, enacted by the State July 1, 1994 and changing the minimum lot size specified 
in the Act to a minimum 2 acre lot to be consistent with Albany's Zoning Ordinance. 
(The Planning Board favors this amendment.) } 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 15 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding "SWIFT" to the title of the River Conservation 
District (title to read: "Swift River Conservation District") and amending the text 
accordingly. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 16 to amend the Albany 
Zoning Ordinance by adding Item 3: " Appeals to the ZBA" to Article Vil: B. Powers 
and Duties , which details how to appeal to the Board of Adjustment. (The Planning 
Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 17 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding the following: "resultant cinders, dust, heat, 
fumes, wastes, gases, smike, electrical disturbances and vibrations" to Article VII: 
Section B: Special Exceptions, subparagraph c. "Nuisances/Hazards, to be 
considered by the ZBA when making a Special Exception. (The Planning Board 
favors this amendment.) 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 18 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by amending Article Vil: Section B: Special Exceptions, 
subparagraph h. "Buffer Zones", to read: "A minimum perimeter buffered area of 
twenty-five (25) feet adjacent to all abutting properties (reduced from 100") shall be 
required and maintained unless the ZBA determines that a greater buffer shall be 
required due to the intensity of the use and interference with adjacent properties." 

(The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 19 to amend the Albany 
Zoning Ordinance by adding RSA 677: 2 and 3, as Article Vill: A. "Rehearing and 
Appeal Procedures" as quoted from the RSA. (The Planning Board favors this

To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 20 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding RSA 677:4 as Article Vill: B. Board of 
Adjustment Article of the Zoning Ordinance, by adding a section: "Appeal Decision 
on Motion for Re-Hearing” which describes how to appeal to the superior court as 
quoted from RSA 677:4. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 21 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding to Section A. of Article IX: "Administration and 
Enforcement" (formerly "Enforcement"), the following statement: " The Board of 
Selectmen shall not have the power to permit any use of land or buildings which are 
not in conformance with This Ordinance". (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment.)

Definitions, by adding definitions for business, business complex, business complex 
directory, business complex secondary sign, business premise, ground sign, portable 
sign and temporary sign; and by amending the definitions for sign, accessory sign 
and primary sign. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 24 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by amending the Sign Ordinance Article by adding Section 
Ill: "Application Process" which outlines the procedures for obtaining a sign permit 
and states the Sign Permit fee of $5.00 per sign. (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment.) 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 25 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by amending the Sign Ordinance Article, Section IV: Sign

(The Planning Board favors 
this amendment.) 


Article 28. To see if the Town will | vote to adopt Amendment No. 27 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by amending the Sign Ordinance Article, by adding 
Section VI, "Permitted Signage for a Business Complex", Item A. which permits 1 
primary sign per business complex and specifies the location of the sign in 
accordance with the requirements of the Zoning Ordinance and the State. (The 
Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 28 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance by amending the Sign Ordinance Article by adding Section 
Vi, "Permitted Signage for a Business Complex", lems B,C, and D which specifies 
that each business premise located within the business complex shall be permitted 
to have 1 directory sign, 1 secondary sign and 1 accessory sign. ( Planning Board 
favors this amendment.)

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 1 
as required by the Federal Emergency Management Agency for the Albany 
Flood Plain Ordinance by the definition of a Recreational Vehicle. 

Yes 124 No 29 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No.2 as 
required by the Federal Emergency Management Agency for the Albany 
Flood Plain Ordinance by adding limits for the placement’. of 
recreational vehicles in flood hazard zones. Yes 119 No 33. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No:3 as 
proposed by the Planning Board to amend the Zoning Ordinance to provide 
definitive points of reference for the easterly boundary of the Light 
Industrial Zone. Yes 122 No 29. 


Article 5. Amendment No. 4 was not voted on; it was deleted off 
the Town Warrant at the last minute. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No.5 as 
proposed by petition of Willard Croto, et al, to instruct the Planning 
Board to change the regulation so a parcel of land may be subdivided 
with a fifty (50) foot right-of-way or a grandfathered right-of-way off 
a Town Road and that a private road may become the norm instead of the 
exception. Yes 56 No 103. 


Article 7. To see if the Town would vote to raise and appropriate 
the following sum of money for the following purposes (the general 
operating budget ): was moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Thomas 
Barbour to approve the article as read. Cynthia Willets wanted to know 
why health insurance was doubled for 1994. Stan told her that the

amount includes health insurance for both the old and new secretariss, 
however the old secretary would be reimbursing the Town for the cost of 
her insurance from April to the end of the year. Animal control costs 
were questioned next. Sandra Perry and Eugene Shannon wanted to know 
why it costs so much. It was explained that the cost for each animal 
Pick-up was $25 and that is what the animal control officer, Betty 
Holmes, charges. The Town sends out letters to the dog owners in an 
attempt to get some of the charges reimbursed, but that does not always 
work. Fines are at the discretion of Betty Holmes, but if they are 
charged, they go directly to the Town. Social Services came next. Last 
year the Town agreed that if a representative of the Service requesting 
funds did not attend the meeting to explain the service and what the 
money was used for that Service Organization would not receive any 
money in the future. Someone was here representing each service except 
for a couple of services. Robert Parrish was questioned about Children 
Unlimited. Sandy Perry explained that money was already being paid to 
Children Unlimited which is for “early intervention" through the School 
Board. Mr. Parrish was asked how many Albany children were in this 
program. He did not know. A motion was made and seconded to delete the 
$275.00 for Children Unlimited from the Social Services portion of the 
operating budget. The motion carried. The amount of money budgeted for 
Social Services was reduced from $6,861.00 to $6,586.00. Legal fees 
were then questioned by Donald Smith. If only $1,020 was spent why are 
the selectmen asking for $3,000.00 in the budget. The selectmen advised 
that the extra money was being asked for in the event the Town had to 
petition the Courts to hold a special Town Meeting to raise funds. Town 
council would have to do the legal work. It was also explained that 
there may possibly be a court case involving a welfare case. Donald 
Smith inquired about using money from the contingency fund. It was 
explained that that was possible, but that money was for any unexpected 
events. Mr. Smith made a motion to amend the legal fees down to $2,000, 
but the amendment was defeated. Tara Taylor asked what the contingency 
fund was used for last year. The Selectmen told here exactly what was 
paid from the fund: Joel Barbour for shoveling the roof, library fees, 
completion of the tax maps by Malcolm Call, copies of the tax maps from 
Eugene O’Brien and assistance on the 941 quarterly forms by Crawford 
Butler. Steve Knox had questions concerning whether or not the Town 
was reimbursed for any of the ambulance services. The Selectmen advised 
that $4,149 as shown in the Treasurer’s Report was reimbursed in 1993. 
The selectmen explained the agreement made with the Conway Village Fire 
District for Ambulance/Fire/Rescue service after Town Meeting last 
year. The Town of Albany will pay a certain amount of money up front 
and the Fire District will do the billing for their ambulance services. 
The same procedure will be used this year. We have to give the Conway 
Village Fires District $18,700 up front this year and then we will be 
billed for each call. The Health Officer position was questioned and 
it was explained that because of all the technical information and 
knowledge required by statutes now, Shawn Bergeron was hired as Health 
Officer for the Town. In the Highways category, people wanted to know 
only how much had been spent to date, the amount being somewhere around 
$24,000.00. Article 7, amended to delete the $275.00 requested by 
Children Unlimited, to raise and appropriate the sum of $255,592 passed 
as amended. 
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Article 8. To raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 to be added 
to the Highway Reconstruction Capital Reserve Fund established in 1993 
was moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Tom Barbour, to be approved as 
read. The Selectmen are working on getting Bald Hill Road reclassified 
as a State road for its entire length so that they can get State aid 
money to rebuild it. By adding money to the capital reserve fund, the 
Town will hopefully be able to rebuild Bald Hill Road in 2 years. The 
State gives double matching funds. The article passed by voice vote. 


Article 9. To raise and appropriate $2,000.00 for a special town 
meeting was moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Tom Barbour to be 
approved as read. This was put in the Warrant for safety purposes 
only. If a Special Town Meeting is required to raise money, there is 
no money in the regular operating budget to pay ballot clerks, 
supervisors, the moderator and what ever else will be needed for a 
meeting. The article passed by voice vote. 


Article 10. To see if the Town would vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000.00 to reseal Town roads was moved by Stan Tabor and 
seconded by Calvin Coleman to be approved as read. Tara Taylor made an 
amendment to the article to read “to reseal Town Roads between the 
months of July 1 and August 31, 1994". The roads that will be resealed 
will start with Townhall Road and will include Brookside, a portion of 
Drake Hill Road, and some of Passaconway Road. The amendement passed by 
voice vote and the article passed as amended. 


Article 11. To raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000 to audit the 
Town Clerk/Tax Collectors records was amended to read “audit of books 
of Town Officers, through date of such audit involving 1994, and to 
include statutory requirements for audits of Town Officer changes 
during the accounting year” as amended by Ed McKenzie, seconded by 

Tom Barbour. This article passed as amended. 


Article 12. To see if the Town would vote to accept the portion of 
Wildwood Road marked Section II on platt, which extends from the south 
end of Section I that was accepted by the Town in 1973, serving 22 
single family residences and 8 undeveloped lots, and includes 
completion of a circle by rejoining Section I near its junction with 
Route 16 proposed by petition of Ed McKenzie, et al. There was a lot of 
discussion about this road since it does not meet the current road 
specifications. In 1976 the Town voted to accept this road under 
certain conditions, all of which were not met, therefore the Town has 
never formally accepted the road. Ed Mckenzie told the voters that the 
road has held up for 18 years with very little maintenance which the 
residents of that section of Wildwood have paid for. The new 
owner/developer has agreed to certain conditions of the residents prior 
to deeding the road to the Town. Stan Tabor gave the meeting his word 
that the conditions would be met prior to the Town taking over the 
maintenance of the _ road. Tara Taylor was concerned that if the 
agreement was not in writing, nothing would be done properly. Stan told 
her that the necessary upgrading was agreed to at a selectmen’s meeting 
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and that those items would be done or the Town would not take over the 
road. Tara told him she was still not satisfied because it had 
happened before in Albany that a road was taken when the agreed upon 
upgrade had not been done. Mr. Knox called for the question. The 
Moderator called for a vote and the motion to vote on the article 
carried. The Moderator then read the article as written and the 

article carried by voice vote. 


Article 13. To raise and appropriate $1,200.00 for the Winter 
maintenance of Wildwood Road Section II was amended by Calvin Coleman 
to read $2,500.00 for the Winter and Summer maintenance of Wildwood 
Road Section II. After several minutes of discussion concerning the 
actual costs of road maintenance, the $2,500.00 part of the motion was 
withdrawn by Mr. Coleman and his second. The article to raise and 
appropriate $1,200.00 for Winter and Summer maintenance as amended 
carried by voice vote. 


Article 14. To see if the Town would vote to accept title to, and 
maintenance of Red Eagle Street, being the main entrance road to Alfred 
Frechette’s subdivision required very little discussion. Mr. Frechette, 
who is not a resident of Albany, was given permission from the voting 
body to speak. He advised the Town that his road is built to Town 
specs unlike most roads the Town has accepted. The article passed by 
voice vote. 


Article 15. To raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the 
maintenance of Red Eagle Street was amended by Calvin Coleman, seconded 
by Stan Tabor, to include Winter and Summer maintenance of the road. 
The article passed as amended. 


Article 16. To raise and appropriate $6,200.00 for a fire and burglar 
alarm system was moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Thomas Barbour to 
be passed over. The vote to passover carried by voice vote. 


Article 17. To see if the Town would vote to allow the Selectmen to 
withdraw and expend the money in the Reappraisal Capital Reserve Fund 
to continue with the reappraisal in 1994 and to close the account was 
moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Thomas Barbour. The selectmen 
advised that the assessor hopes to have the revaluation completed by 
October so that the 1994 tax bills would reflect 100% valuation. The 
article carried by voice vote. 


Article 18. To see if the Town would vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500.00 to rock the gravel bank to the right of the town hall 
was moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Tom Barbour to be passed over. 
When asked why the selectmen moved to passover Articles 16 and 18, Tom 
replied that it would be self explanitory when Article 20 was 
discussed. The motion to passover carried. 
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Article 19. To see if the Town would vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for the Eastern Slope Airport Authority was moved by 
Calvin Coleman and seconded by Stan Tabor to approve as read. It was 
explained that the Town of Fryeburg actually owns the airport and that 
the money would be sent to the Town of Fryeburg in support of the 
airport. The Town of Albany is an active member of the Airport 
Authority. The articel passed by voice vote. 


Article 20. Moved by Stan Tabor and seconded by Tom Barbour was amended 
by Ed McKenzie, seconded by Stan Tabor, to read: To see if the Town 
will vote to instruct the Selectmen to appoint a committee of three 
citizens within 30 days of the acceptance of this Article; said 
committee to complete a re-assessment of the repairs as proposed before 
the town meeting of 1990, to update them and to bring an article before 
the Town Meeting of March 1995 to request funds necessary to accomplish 
such repairs, also to evaluate and to make recommendations to that 
Meeting for preservation of this historic structure, and for its future 
use, giving full consideration to the conditions under which it was 
accepted by vote of the town at Town Meeting of March 10, 1931 and 
conveyed by Superior Court decree in July of 1932. Steve Knox asked if 
the committee could look into registering the building with the 
National Historical Register. Tom Barbour explained that the only 
problem with registering it on the National Register of Historical 
Buildings was that if anything happened to the building it would have 
to be restored or be rebuilt using the same techniques under which it 
was originally built in the 1800’s: hand hewn timbers, logs hauled by 
horses from the woods, etc. Tom also advised that the cost to jack the 
building up and repair the foundation would be $40,000. Charlotte Jones 
asked what repairs needed to be done right now and was advised that the 
roof is in desperate need of repairs. If something is not done soon, 
there will be big problems with leaking. The floor also needs to be 
leveled. The article carried by voice vote. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to 
enter into a “Co-operative Agreement” relating to road and bridge 
maintenance with the U.S. Forest Service was moved by Calvin Coleman, 
seconded by Stan Tabor, to approve as read. Steve Knox questioned what 
a "Co-operative Agreement" was. Stan explained that the Board of 
Selectmen and the U.S. Forest Service had been negotiating for a long 
time on the use of Town roads by the Forest Service and who was 
responsible for the repairs caused by the timber operations on 
government land. If the Town voted in the affirmative, both parties 
would get together to agree on a funding ratio for bridge and road 
repairs and the Selectmen in turn would not arbitrarily close the road 
to traffic. The Forest Service would be notified, in advance, that the 
Selectmen would be closing the roads. The Town would ultimately have 
the final say at future Town Meetings on the amount of money to be 
spent on repairs to the roads. The Town would establish the guidelines 
on necessary repairs. The article carried. 


Article 22. To see if the Town would vote to raise and appropriate up 
to the sum of $110,000.00 to repair the Dugway Bridge (DOT #166/158) 
and to accept the State grant of $88,000.00 which represents 80% of the 
cost of the bridge repairs, and further to accept the U.S.F.S. grant of 
$17,600.00 which represents 80% of the Town’s 20% share of the cost of 
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repairs, leaving the balance of $4,400.00 to be raised by taxation; in 
the event that these repairs are not complete by the end of Fiscal Year 
1994, the $4,400 raised by taxation shall be placed in an interest 
bearing account until such time as the repairs are completed was moved 
by Stan Tabor and seconded by Calvin Coleman to be approved as read. 
There was very little discussion on this article. Tara Taylor asked if 
the Town would be raising the whole $110,000.00. The selectmen advised 
her that the whole amount had to be raised and appropriated in order to 
spend the money, but revenue from the State and U.S.F.S. would offset 
all but the $4,400. The motion carried. 


Article 23. To see if the Town would vote to direct the Selectmen to 
enter into a “Certificate of Continued Use Agreement" with the U.S.F.S. 
for year round use of the Dugway Road was moved by Stan Tabor and 
seconded by Tom Barbour to be approved as read. Mr. Knox said that 
closing the road is the only leverage we have over them. The selectmen 
advised that if the Forest Service was going to put money into the road 
and bridge repairs, they wanted some assurance from the Selectmen that 

the road would not be arbitrarily closed to them. The road can still be 
posted for weight limits, but the Forest Service will have the courtesy 
of having been notified in advance that there is a problem with the 
road and it will be posted. The selectmen also advised that if the 
Forest Service damaged the road, they would be responsible for the 
repairs. The Forest Service has already had the road registered as a 
Federal Highway and have obtained over $200,000 of federal money for 
repairs to it. The Town would not have to spend a cent of tax money for 
repairs. Tom Barbour stated that if they were willing to put up that 
kind of money, he personally didn’t have a problem with letting them 
use the road. Tara Taylor asked who would be plowing the road and was 
advised that the Town would continue to maintain the road as far as the 
Johnson Development in the Winter. The Town would as always have the 
final say on how much money was to be spent on road maintenance. The 
article carried as read. 


Article 24. To see if the Town would vote to require that Town 
functions involving the use of the meeting hall take precedence over 
other functions was moved by Stan Tabor, seconded by Tom Barbour to be 
approved as read and carried with no discussion. 


Article 25. To see if the Town would vote to allow the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes from March 1994 to March Town 
Meeting 1995, moved by Ed McKenzie, seconded by Stan Tabor, to be 
approved as read passed with no discussion. 


Article 26. To see if the Town would vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
accept grants on behalf of the Town of Albany, NH, to accept gifts and 
or Federal or State Aid in the name of Albany, NH, applied for and to 
receive and expend them in accordance with the purposes thereof, moved 
by Stan Tabor, seconded by Tom Barbour, passed with no discussion. 
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Article 27. To see if the Town would vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell at their discretion, at public auction or sealed bid, any real 
estate in the Town to which the Town has title by collector’s deed, 
except when it is being sold back to the former owner, in which case a 
private sale could be utilized, was moved by Stan Tabor, seconded by 
Tom Barbour, to be approved as read. The motion carried. 


Article 28. To act upon any other business. Ed McKenzie asked the Town 
to give Stan Tabor its thanks for his years of service to the Town, 
since he had chosen not to seek re-election to the Board of Selectmen. 
The Town stood and applauded. Calvin Coleman also rose and applauded 
the Moderator, Willard Croto, for having done a fine job as moderator 
and said that he hoped Willard would accept his write in vote. The Town 
also applauded Mr. Croto. There being no other business, Calvin Coleman 
moved that the meeting be adjourned. It was seconded by Tom Barbour. 
The Townspeople voted to adjourn and the meeting adjourned at 10:17

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1994 PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


1994 has presented many challenges to the Planning Board. Arthur Leavitt was welcomed as 
a mew member at the April meeting. The Board will miss Dick Wells who served as the Selectmen's 
Representative. Ron Deveau did some fast switching when he was elected to the Board of Selectmen, 
but reappeared on the Planning Board as the Selectmen's representative. We would also like to 
remember Stan Tabor who advised the Board prior to his death. We were as green as the trees and 
he was our salvation. During the year, board members have attended seven conferences, seminars and 
law lectures. These are valuable tools to assist the Planning Board in the performance of its duties. 


The Planning Board has been working since October of 1993 to bring the eleven gravel pits 
located in Albany into compliance with RSA 155-E, the "gravel pit law”. The following subdivision 
requests were processed: Larsen/Bird (1 lot); Hertel/Pezzella (boundary line adjustment); Richard 
Bergstrom (boundary line adjustment); Willard Croto (1 lot); Ron Wansor (Chocorua Birches- 8 
lots), and Harold Cookewho subdivided 119 acres into a two-acre lot for himself and sold the 
remaining 117 acres to the White Mountain National Forest. 


Beverly Weld has drawn up a large tax map composite which for the first time shows every 
lot in Albany. She has also redrawn the official zoning map showing the commercial and light 
industrial zones, as well as the boundaries of the White Mountain National Forest. 


The petition presented at last years' town meeting which dealt with back lots with less than 200 
feet of frontage on a town or state road was studied at great length. We think the proposed minor 
changes to the Zoning Ordinance will be beneficial to the land owners as well as the future welfare 
of the Town. 


The proposed revisions to the Sign Ordinance were designed primarily to address mini- malls 
which could easily develop when the Conway by-pass is built. The Town continues to be concerned 
with the businesses near the Conway town line which are exceeding the intent of the original 
ordinance. Changes which address these concerns have also been proposed. 


With a great deal of study and much help from Ed McKenzie, the1990 Master Plan has been 
pieced together and completed. The Zoning Ordinance has been edited for clarity and accuracy and 
the format has been standardized. All other Town ordinances are being edited to the same format. 

A study of the entire Route 16 comidor from Portsmouth to the Maine state line sponsored by 
the State Department of Transportation and involving local Planning Boards is on the horizon. Also 
promising for the future is a proposed association of local planning boards which could lead to quicker 
solutions of problems through the sharing of information.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1994 REPORT 


The year 1994 has been a record project year for the Council. In 
1994, we received approval for $3 million of EDA Title I 
construction assistance for member towns and submitted a proposal 
for-anotner $125 millron fora proyect in’ 1995. The $4.5 million 
resulting from these projects will go a very long way toward 
development of jobs in three of the region's growth centers. We 
are working diligently to see another $5 million investment in 
three other growth centers and development Sane areas over the 
next three years from EDA. 


The Council's Transportation Planning program continues to grow 
in stature and accomplishments. In addition to completing a 
regional bike-pedestrian plan this year, we coordinated a 
regional transportation enhancement program which resulted in $2 
million worth of innovative transportation projects being funded 
mm the North Country. We also provided major road and bridge 
technical assistance to eight towns in cooperation with NH DOT. 
Two additional towns received help with Road Surface Management 
Systems, bringing the total number of towns in the region with 
NCC RSMS programs to ten. This coming year will be busier than 
last with the assembly of our Regional Transportation Improvement 
Plan, Scenic Byways Initiative, ROUtTSes 6 SUOLLIUOL Goludy, 
Statewide Transportation Modeling Study and numerous local road 
and bridge projects. 


In 1994 the Council hosted the second Annual Ingenuity Fair at 
Bretton Woods. The Fair showcased the products of 100 North 
Country manufacturers and was attended by 10,000 people. Our 
third Annual Business Conditions Survey was mailed to 3,000 
businesses across the region. The results of the survey provided 
valuable insight into workers comp, credit availability, and 
general business conditions in the North Country. The fourth 
survey is being compiled at the time of this report. 


The Council has also been involved in the design and development 
of three recreation facilities across the region and has provided 
engineering assistance for landfill closures, environmental site 
assessments, large septic projects, road drainage and realignment 
projects and water system installations in 12 different towns. 


With funding from the Environmental Protection Agency the Council 
was able to digitize hydric soils and high altitude satellite 
image maps of wetlands for all 51 towns in the region. The maps 
were distributed gratis to all towns in the region. The Council 
provided floodplain management, and flood insurance technical 
assistance to 7 towns this year and provided over 600 hours of 
local planning technical assistance. We continued to provide 
circuit riding planning assistance to two municipalities.

Two multi-community programs were started, one involving four 
communities, to begin a dialogue of use of the Moore Reservoir and 
the Connecticut River, and the other involving twelve towns to look 
at cooperative economic development in the central part of the 
region. Community Development Block Grants were written for five 
towns and all the grants were funded. 


The Council has accomplished all these projects (and many more that 
cannot be listed here due to space limitations), with a very small 
staff. We are committed to staying as lean as possible. Staff 
people on board that are available for regional activities are: 
Preston Gilbert, Executive Director; Cathy Conway, Engineering 
Coordinator; Claire Douglass, Planning Coordinator; James Steele, 
GIS Coordinator; Sharon Penney, Transportation Planner; Liz Ward, 
Small Business Development Coordinator, Berta Clark, Secretary; and 
Marghie Seymour, Solid Waste Consultant. 


The Council is your organization. We are membership based, and we 
exist to respond to the needs of the region. On behalf of the

Violations cf RSA 224:27 |1, the fire permit !aw, and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a 
year ‘n jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your “orest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is requi-ed. 
This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

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Albany Cemetery Committee Report for 1994 


Your Cemetery Committee has been very busy in 1994. We have held regular monthly 
meetings and have taken on "homework" in order to get us back on a regular course and establish 
some written guidelines for others to follow in the future. 

All available records have been cataloged and filed. This file can be found in the Planning 
Board Room at the Town Office Building. 

In the spring, we visited all seven of Albany's cemeteries plus the Hawkins burial site on 
High Street to assess conditions in each. Mowing was arranged with Tom Preston of T.P.'s caring 
for all but the Jewell Cemetery. Mr. Ed McKenzie cared for the latter at no charge to the Town. 
Ed, thank you from the citizens of your town. 

The scheduled mowings occur just prior to Memorial Day in May, Independence Day in 
July, and Labor Day in September. There is occasionally a fourth, partial mowing in August when 
growing conditions of the ground cover necessitate this. 

The Moody/Webster Cemetery at the north end of Drake Hill Road, the Canada Street 
Cemetery off the north side of the Dugway Road, and the Jewell Cemetery in Wonalancet have 
been declared closed to the sale of any more lots. At such time as the rod-wide strip at the north 
side of Jewell is properly prepared there will once more be some lots available there. 

We have formalized a procedure for issuing deeds for lots. Two items are brought to your 
attention. 


"Effective August 7, 1994 
RSA 289:18 | Abandoned Burial Spaces 


|. Whenever a burial space or spaces in any cemetery subject to the provisions of 
this subdivision have remained unused for a period of 50 years, and the owner has not improved 
such space or spaces by causing a monument, gravestone, or other permanent appurtenance to 
be placed on the burial space, the person, corporate manager, or cemetery trustees having 
jurisdiction over such cemetery may institute proceedings for the termination and forfeiture of the 
rights and interests of such owner. All purchase contracts for burial spaces executed after the 
effective date of this act shall include a notice that this procedure may be invoked in the future.” 

Refer to Paragraphs Il, Ill, and IV of RSA 289:18 for the specifics of the procedure.

"Before a burial can take place, a BURIAL PERMIT must be obtained. This can be gotten for 
you at the Selectmen's Office by the undertaker responsible for the burial arrangements. We 
require this in order to keep our Cemetery Records and Maps up to date.” 


The first item is a legal item, the second has its reason stated. During our spring 
inspection, we discovered three new markers with names that did not correspond to any names in 
our records! After investigation, we determined these were permitted by families owning the right 
to burial in these cemeteries. 


Maps of the Hammond, Russell/Passaconaway, High Street/Ayers/Smith, and Jewell 
Cemeteries have been completed as accurately as possible from both records and on-site 
inspection. Originals are stored at the Town Offices and a copy of each is posted on the 
Cemetery Information Bulletin Board in the Planning Board Room. Maps for information purposes 
only are still to be done for Canada Street/Farnham, Moody/Webster and Covered Bridge/Lane 
Cemeteries. 

Ed McKenzie shared with us his work for the State regarding Town Cemeteries and Burial 
Sites in which he has located on the ground and established map coordinates for each. Ed also 
mentions in his report those mentioned in A. Perry's Albany Recollections that he was unable to 
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find. We are sure he would appreciate any assistance you may be able to provide in locating 
these specific sites: 

Bigley Farm (behind barn - 2 graves), 

Frank Chase Farm (Abbey McKenny grave), 

Cyril Johns/Nat Knox property - (two graves), 

near Drouin home - one grave 

Opposite John Hodgdon property, Moultons (in stone fence). 


We are in the process of computerizing lot purchases and burial data from Cemetery and 
Town records. This work will continue at least into 1995. 

We were notified of a controversy regarding boundary lines of the Canada Street 
Cemetery. Lines have been straightened and new markers set according to a 1994 survey by H. E. 
Bergeron. 

Arrangements were made for the removal of a hazard/dead tree at the entrance to the 
Russell/Passaconaway Cemetery. Dead and dying trees become a major problem to headstones, 
especially when the trees or parts thereof are leaning into the cemetery and are above 
monuments. 

As we close this year of work we are researching the source of land for the 
Moody/Webster Cemetery. Our goal is to obtain a copy of the original deed granting or setting 
aside this land as a burial ground. 


We will be looking for a new member of the Albany Cemetery Committee at our March, 
'95, meeting. We ask for about eighteen hours of attendance at our regular meetings, plus the 
willingness and ability to take on extra "homework". Won't you consider joining us? If so, please 
submit your name to the Albany Town Clerk's Office during the filing period January 25 through 
February 3, 1995, for a three-year term!

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REPORT OF ALBANY CHAPEL COMMITTEE 


In April 1994 selectmen, as directed by Article 20 of the 1994 
Warrant, appointed three citizens to a committee to assess repairs 
needed, restoration potential and potential future uses of the old 
town hall, known as the Albany Chapel. They are Mary Leavitt, 
Bruce Knowlton and Edward McKenzie. 

During the year this committee inspected the building thorough- 
ly, accompanied by various advisors and contractors. They also met 
with the Albany Historical Society and conferred with others in 
the community interested in this historic structure. James Garvin, 
State Architectural Historian and Linda Wilson of the Division of 
Historical Resources were consulted and Ms. Wilson toured the 
building. The committee's conclusions are based on information 
thus gathered, and on deliberations concerning affordability, the 
desire for historic preservation, and future uses to which the 
building may be put. 

Two Articles were prepared and presented at a meeting with 
Selectmen, for inclusion in the 1995 Warrant. The first deals with 
an appropriation which would cover costs of returning the building 
to acceptable condition, and the second allows for the setting up 
of a program for continuing supervision and use of the building. 
Costs used for the presentation were based on actual proposals 
made by contractors and on "best eStimates" of builders or other 
qualified persons. 

The Committee's interim reports provide information which may 
be helpful to citizens in making their decisions concerning the 
two Articles, including the following: 

The roof, although showing exterior rust areas, is not leaking 
and needs only treatment and re-painting. There are no collar ties 
on the roof framing and some sagging and twisting of rafters is 
evident. At some. time in the past "“scabbing" has been placed ona 
some in an attempt to strengthen them. Also, additional trussing 
is needed to better support the hall's arched plaster ceiling. 

Outside corners of the steeple, at the roof line, are showing 
rot from leaks where flashing and moulding need replacement. The 
supporting timbers are strong with exception of a plate in the 
front which has totally decayed, even through sheathing. The 
louvres in the bell tower need work before painting is done. 

Examination of the underpinning, with access restricted to 
two narrow sill vents and shallow crawl-space, indicates that the 
granite foundation has settled, resulting in the floor being 
higher where it is supported by center posts. It appears to be 
dry, one advantage to sitting atop a sand and gravel vein. The 
committe did not feel that the expense of jacking and resetting 
the foundation would be justified at this time. The chimney 
appears to be in usable condition, but may need minor work. 


ihe. 


Plaster walls are in good condition, while the vaulted ceiling 
will need minor repairs before painting. Windows are generally 
good. with aluminum combinations having been added three years 
ago. They will, however, need considerable scrape-and-putty work 
and this is included in the proposals. Blinds made of rough boards 
were added sometime during the Chapel's life. They will be removed 
during painting and it is hoped that blinds more suitable to the 
era can be found in the interim. The single window in the attic is 
in bad shape, but is restorable at a reasonable cost. 

After removal of the old kitchen extension, doorways were fixed 
temporarily, and some work is required here. The front, double 
doors can be restored to original condition and old hardware has 
been saved for that purpose. The two bulletin board cabinets have 
been removed from the front of the building. 

Since the new town hall was built, use of the old building has 
been minimal. Electric heat has been disconnected and a small 
amount of wiring work is needed to bring lighting control to the 
entrance area, and to remove old water pump wiring. Most storage 
items have now been removed, however the large safe which has long 
occupied the vestibule must be considered a permanent fixture. It 
now contains many of the town's earliest records, with reasonable 
security. George Morrill has promised to pass along confidential 
information as to just where to kick the door to get it open. Most 
material now in the building is property of, or reserved for, the 
Albany Historical Society. 

The Stan Tabor and Dick Wells Memorial funds have now received 
contributions totalling close to a thousand dollars. They are 
earmarked for specific parts of restoration of the old chapel, 
and appropriated marking will be provided. 

The committee hopes that the Town Meeting will vote to accept 
the two Articles which have resulted from their efforts.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
1994 


The start of 1994 was not 2 good one for the Town. We lost two very good men: Selectman 
Richard "Dick" Wells and former selectman Stan Tabor. Both men were excellent selectmen and both 
always had what was best for the Town of Albany in mind when making decisions. As a Selectman 
and fellow Albanyite, I greatly appreciated their help in the trials and tribulations of trying to keep the 
Town running on the road to a better future for the taxpayers. 


In October of 1993, the Selectmen made an agreement with the State of N.H. Highway 
Division and Ken Kyle, the District Manager, to rebuild and pave Drake Hill Road at very little cost 
to the Town in return for assuming full maintenance responsibilities. With the help of Mike Lane and 
his crew, who did an outstanding job, the repairs to Drake Hill Road were completed in September 
of this year. The Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank them for all of their 
efforts and expertise in the reconstruction of this road. Well done men, and you too Stan. 


This year we are hoping to start the reconstruction of Bald Hill Road with the help of the State. 
If the voters approve the proposed special article for an additional $25,000.00 to be added to the 
Highway Capital Reserve Fund this year, the State will allocate $150,000.00 to match the Town's 
$75,000.00. 


At the same time, we are in hopes that the Federal Government will start the reconstruction 
of the "Dugway” Road from Harold Cooke's property to the Johnson Development, all at no cost to 
the Town. The Selectmen are working with the State to come to an agreement on rebuilding and 
paving the Passaconaway Road from the Albany/Conway town line to the "Dugway". 


The State will presumably start the repairs to the Albany Covered Bridge in the Spring or early 
Summer. This will most likely close the road to travel for a few months next year, so all of you folks 
in the Valley should be prepared to fight the traffic in town. 


During this past year the Planning Board has taken on the task of revising all of the Town's 
regulations so that they are clear and consistent. They have done an excellent job and deserve credit 
for a job well done. 


I would like to thank Brian Taylor for filling the vacancy on the Board of Selectmen which 
was created by the passing of "Dick" Wells. With his prior experience, Brian has been a great help 


on the Board. Our newly elected Selectman, Ron Deveau has proven very quickly to be an asset to 
the Town. My heartfelt thanks to both gentlemen for the knowledge and experience and business 


sense which they have given to the Town.

ALBANY, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Albany, County of Carroll, State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Albany, New Hampshire, on 
Tuesday, the 14th of March, 1995, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects hereinafter set forth. Voting on Article 1 through Article 31 wiil be 
by official ballot and the polls shall be open for balloting at 10 o'clock in the forenoon 
or as soon thereafter as the Moderator calls the meeting to order and declares a 
quorum present and shall not close before 6 o'clock in the evening. The remaining 
articles of the warrant shall be acted upon at 7:30 o'clock in the evening or at the 
Closing of the polls if the meeting shall vote to keep the polls open to a later hour. 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officials. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 1 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance as follows: to edit the context, in general, for continuity, 
consistency and clarity; to add amendment dates for historical reference; and to 
identify the residential, commercial and light industrial zones in the town. (The 
Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 2 to amend Article Il: 
Definitions, of the Albany Zoning Ordinance by adding the following definitions: 
Agriculture and farming, dwelling, two-family dwelling, multi-family dwelling, 
frontage, Local Land Use Board, lot of record, Master Plan, non-conforming use, 
Planning Board, RSA, Selectmen, structure, subdivision, and Zoning Board of 
Adjustment (ZBA); and to amend the definition of commercial lot, dwelling unit, right- 
of-way, road, setback and special exception; and to replace "Mobile Home" with 
"Manufactured Home" and using RSA 674:31 for the definition. (The Planning Board 
favors this amendment.) 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 3 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit residential uses in the commercial and light 
industrial zones. (The Planning Board favors this amendment.) 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 4 to amend the 
Albany Zoning Ordinance to permit a lot with less than 200 contiguous feet of 
frontage on an existing town road to have 50 contiguous feet of frontage on an 
existing road provided that all newly created lots have 200 contiguous feet of frontage 
on the new road; and that, if the new road is to provide access to 3 lots or more, it 
shall be constructed in accordance with Albany Street Standards. (The Planning 
Board favors this amendment.)

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
By Harry L. Benson 


SAU #9 continues to make progress as a more efficient, effective 
unit. The schools in the SAU have made great strides during the 
past three years. They all provide a quality education to the 
youth of Mount Washington Valley, and I am pleased that the 
communities seem to have a greatly improved opinion of the 
schools. 


The administrative team of principals and the superintendent and 
staff working together as a cohesive leadership team is helping 
define issues and work with teachers and other staff to address 
those issues. The implementation of the New Hampshire Assessment 
Program at grade three is the beginning of an improvement program 
that will provide meaningful information to help us continue the 
improvement process. We look forward to the extension of that 
program into grades six and ten by next year. 


The principals of our schools have worked hard with their staffs 
to improve the delivery of instruction to all students. We are 
reviewing our special education processes to improve 
effectiveness and education for all. We are reviewing and 
revising curriculum, developing standards for all courses of 
study, and replacing textbooks and other instructional materials 
as appropriate. At Kennett, the library has installed technology 
to connect with the Town library which will permit students and 
citizens to share many of the resources of both libraries 
electronically. Next year, we hope to install computer labs in 
each elementary school to help us teach students to use this tool 
to expand their learning opportunities. 


From the Superintendent's office, we have worked hard to assure a 
quality business like approach to managing the system, and the 
results have been a savings to the taxpayers. Careful budgeting, 
bidding for large ticket items, and planned maintenance 
activities all have contributed to sound financial management. 

We are continuing to explore ways to improve the system and to 
provide solid, cost effective education for all students. 


All in all, education in Mount Washington Valley looks positive. 
I invite you to become active in the education of the youth by 
participating at one of the schools.

CONWAY AUTHORIZED REGIONAL ENROLLMENT AREA PLAN 


A. NAME 


The Conway elementary and secondary schools shall be the AREA 
schools. Albany, Bartlett, Eaton, Freedom, Jackson, Madison, and 
Tamworth shall be designated as the sending districts, and Conway 
and Bartlett shall be designated as the receiving district. The 
grades for the AREA schools shall be 9 through 12 for Tamworth, 
Jackson, and Bartlett; 7 through 12 for Freedom and Madison; and K 
through 12 for Eaton and Albany. Jackson students in grades 7 and 
foumay. go, to. either Kennett,»High,.. School, or,,Josiah,» Bartlett 
Elementary School. Any sending district Board may elect to send 
pupils to schools in another district upon mutual agreement by both 
the sending district Board and the receiving district Board 
(Conway/Bartlett). 


B. PURPOSE 


To assure every member of the Conway AREA schools' student 
body equal access to all educational programs and opportunities. 


To provide a broader range of program offerings for students 
than would otherwise be financially feasible for individual school 
districts. 


To share equitably the costs of education at Conway AREA 
schools among the districts involved in this plan. 


To provide a mechanism for sending districts to actively 
participate in the evaluation and planning of programs at the 
Conway AREA schools. 


i. QUALITY OF EDUCATION 


The Conway School District guarantees to operate schools, 
accredited and fully approved, consistent with the standards as 
defined by the laws of the State of New Hampshire for the education 
of its own and sending district students, grades K through 12. 
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D. STUDENT ORIENTATION AND CURRICULUM SERVICES 


Orientation and information sessions for parents will be 
provided. Orientation services will be made available by the 
receiving district to grade six pupils and grade eight pupils of 
the sending districts for seventh and ninth grade placement and 
subject placement. There will be articulation in programs between 
elementary, junior and senior high schools. The AREA Schools' 
Department Heads/Curriculum Coordinators and others designated by 
the principals will meet a minimum of twice per school year with 
the principals and staffs of the sending schools to discuss 
Curriculum issues and coordination. 


E. PUPIL REGULATIONS 


It is understood that the pupil regulations of the receiving 
district will apply to ALL students. Students transported by 
sending districts are also subject to the transportation rules of 
that! district. 


Ea REPORTS PROVIDED 


All member district boards will have access to educational 
records for legitimate educational purposes for pupils residing 
within their districts, all in accordance with the Federal Family 
Educational Rights and Privacy Act, also known as the Buckley 
Amendment, Public Law 93-380 (20 USC S.1232g.) 


All member district boards will have access to educational 
records, with no identification of individual students, for the 
purpose of conducting evaluations of school programs. 


The AREA schools will provide quarterly attendance reports, 
and discipline and grade summaries to include the numbers of 
suspensions (both internal and external), honor roll data, failing 
grades and A's. These reports will be submitted to the respective 
Superintendents for distribution to the appropriate school boards. 
Copies of the principals' monthly enrollment/membership reports 
will be provided to the respective superintendents and appropriate 
data will be shared with the district school boards by the 
superintendents. 


G. SENDING DISTRICT PARTICIPATION IN CONWAY BOARD ACTIVITIES 


The sending district boards will elect one representative of 
the SAU #9 districts and one representative of the SAU #13 
districts to serve on each of the Conway School Board standing 
committees as voting committee members including, but not limited 
to, Policy and Curriculum Committees. 


All sending district board members are encouraged to attend 


standing committee meetings and meetings of the Conway School 
Board. 
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H. PURPOSE AND FREQUENCY OF AREA MEETINGS 


There shall be three scheduled meetings of the AREA Joint 
Board annually in May, September/October, and January/February and 
such other meetings as scheduled by the board. The May meeting 
will be the reorganizational meeting. The AREA Joint Board shall 
be composed of three (3) representatives from the school boards of 
Albany, Bartlett, Conway, Eaton, Freedom, Jackson, Madison, and 
Tamworth in accordance with RSA 195.A-5. All other district board 
members may attend as _ observers. These meetings will be 
educationally oriented and will provide opportunities for the 
sending district boards to be involved with the program of studies 
and the administrative procedures.of the Conway AREA schools. 


I. COMPUTATION OF TUITION RATES AND PAYMENT DUE- DATES 


tie Rates of tuition shall be determined annually for each 
receiving school. 


2m Rates shall be based on actual expenses for the preceding 
school year.

i As part of the tuition rate, there shall be a rental 
Charge (capital outlay x 2%) as provided in RSA 193:4, RSA 194.27, 
and RSA 195-A:1 (X) in accordance with the following formula:

(Kennett Jr./Sr. High School as one building and each 
elementary school as appropriate) as determined according 
to statute.

The AREA Joint Board may propose amendments to this plan
